RETURNED TO THE HILTON HOTEL AT APPROXIMATELY 2330.

FROM THE LOBBY OF THE HILTON THEY TOOK THE ELEVATOR TO THE THIRD
FLOOR AT WHICH SHE DEPARTED THE COMPANY OF AND BEGAN TO
LOOK FOR EXITING THE ELEVATOR INTO THE FOYER SHE
TURNED TO THE RIGHT AND TRAVELED THE HALLWAY ON THE LEFT WHERE SHE

SYMPOSIUM WAS BEING HELD BUT RATHER STAYED AT THE LAS VEGAS RIVERIA.
ACCORDING TO . DURING ONE OF THE EVENINGS DURING THE LATTER PART
OF THE SYMPOSIUM, HE RECALLED BEING OUT IN THE HALLWAY OF THE THIRD FLOOR
WITH APPROXIMATELY 200-300 FELLOW NAVAL OFFICERS. ESTIMATED THAT
APPROXIMATELY 20 WOMEN WERE IN THE HALLWAY AS WELL. RECALLED

) After we checked in we just hung out, took a look at the
Riviera, and then went over to the Hilton to see if there were any
displays set up. After that we left and got some dinner but probably
took a shower in between the Hilton and dinner. After dinner we went
downstairs to the Hotel lobby and looked for people we knew. We were
constantly moving from the lobby, back to the room for some beers and
back down to the pool area. That was about it for the night and I
have no idea what time T turned in.

The second day, I had breakfast and just hung out I think. I watched
some CNN while waiting for the other guys to get up. We had been
planning to go to the pool but it wasn't a nice day so we went to the
symposiums at the Hilton. We would go back and forth to the third
floor and get beers during the day, seeing who was up there, and then
go back down stairs and watch some of the demonstrations downstairs
where the symposium is. We, myself,

r did this most of the day. While doing this I bumped into guys
from my old squadron, = and other Seawall squadrons.

We had dinner and I returned to the room where I took a shower. When
we were all ready we went back to the Hilton and went to the third
floor but spent some time in the casino. While there I met a girl
named % (LNU) who is a local resident. We hung out and talked
while still seeing people T knew. We later left and spent some time

in her car. At this time it was late and things were wrapping up. I
came back alone and grabbed a beer and went back to the Riviera..
While on the third floor that night I saw several women I would say

little dance and left. They spent about an hour there and brought
there own music. No one asked them, they just walked in and started.
At no time during the evening did T see anything resembling the

On the second full day, day number three for me, I got up and ran in
a 5K road race. I returned to. the room and took a shower and had
some breakfast. After that T returned to the symposium. It was the
same thing as day 2, back and forth for beer or seeing people and
watching demonstrations. I think I had a late breakfast so T
continuved during the day. Later in the afternoon, about 1700 I
returned to the room and took a shower. We went downstairs and
-purchased tickets for a dinner and show at the Riviera. T can't
recall if we had dinner first or saw the show first. When it was
over we, myself, .. andg met up with the other
guys who had attended a different show. After meeting them we went
over to the Hilton.

We went to the third floor and bounced from there to the casino, and
the pool area for most of the night. While we were there we hung
out at the Helo Admin space which was our central meeting ground. 1T
went into the VS space which was right across from ours. T would
grab a drink and continue through to the pool area outside. T also
went into the CNATRA space, T went into the Strike Fighter space and
had a drink with a friend, but mostly hung out at the Helo space. 1
ran into a couple of people T hadn't seen for a while and talked
about the war. Sometime during the evening T ran into the girl -
who I met the night before. We sat out on the deck just talking for
over an hour or two. T didn't get into the Rhino room other than to
maybe walk through but T didn't know anyone so I didn't hang around

in there.

The guys standing in the hallway were for the most part just talking
with each other. I would describe the scene as that of a crowd
trying to get out of a football stadium. T would estimate that of
the 200-300 guys present, only about 20 or so were actively invelved
in the Gauntlet . T was about 50-75. feet away from the group and
didn't recognize anyone there. T would gquess that the guys in the
gauntlet were intermingled with the other people who were minding
their own business and talking.

Sometime during the evening, I'd say between 2000 and 2400, I was
standing in the doorway of the Helo room, leaning against the door
jamb. I was talking with or » There were
a whole bunch of guys there. This is also where the head was so
there were a lot of quys around. At this time T saw

_ walking down the hallway toward the gqauntlet area. It was
extremely crowded and I would gquess that there were at least 200-300
guys there. T had turned to go get a beer and out of the corner of
my eye I saw . walking the same direction just behind or
next to . I thought to myself that she probably shouldn't be
doing that, meaning going down towards the gauntlet, but fiqured she‘§/Q,

was in good hands because she was with . MAfter I saw her
pass and as I was going back into the Helo room I saw that ~ and
thad gotten lost in the c¢rowd and that the crowd converqged
around On one hand T was still thinking she was with .
and alright on the other hand I didn't want anything to do with it.
I continued in and got a beer. It was the same thing that had
happened to almost every female that went down there. The majority
of the females that were going up and down the passageway were
prostitutes and 1looking for business once they got down to the end
of the hallway they would turn around and come back through.
At the time T saw he was wearing either a red dress
‘or a jean skirt. If it was a jean skirt she was wearing she also had
on a white top. At the time that T saw her out of the corner of my
eye T would estimate she was approximately 15 feet past me, going
down the hall. T don't recall speaking to anyone about joing
through the doorway.

At the time I saw the crowd converge on her I did not hear anyone
yell out or anything which would identify her. She
looked like all the other women there and as far as I knew none of
the guys knew who she was.

T didn't know any of the guys in the c¢rowd who converged on her and
didn't even really get a good look at them. T didn't really care
what the group had been doing but T knew it was the gauntlet. T was
more interested in talking with quys I had known in the past. When I
refer to the gauntlet I mean a group of guys who stood in the
passageway and when a female of the evening would walk by usually
presenting her tools of the trade, the guys would lean in and take a
free grab of her breasts, butt or whatever. T have never heard of
the gauntlet removing clothes or being physically abusive to women
other than stated above. I would gquess, during the time I was
standing in the doorway, two or three women went through the
Gauntlet, including - I wasn't out there for a long time, when
I saw _ only about five minutes or so, During the entire
evening I was standing in the doorway for an approximate total of
20minutes and this was mostly waiting to use the head. During this
entire 20 minute time I saw 8 or 9 go through.

I saw several of the Tailhook committee member walk through the crowd
wearing shirts with the emblem. I think they were blue with a vellow

emblem. I can't recall if any were there at the time I saw I
don't recall seeing any senior officers there when went through
either.

I saw the gauntlet the year before and it doesn't take a genius to
figure out what is going on. I have never participated in any
gauntlet in any fashion.

The only conversation I had with anyone about the gauntlet was a
brief reference The gauntlet's up and that's about it.

Since I returned from Tailhook 91, T have not been coached by anyone
with regard to this investigation.

'T returned to the Riviera about 0300-0400 and went to bed. T got up
the next morning, had breakfast, did some slot machines, and caught
the flight home. We went to the Hilton, got on the bus and flew back
on the C-9. During the entire time nothing was said about the

Gauntlet by anyone.
